(PARK BY-LAW 
CARRIED 


_,. Voting on the by-law to pur- 
chase a park of 40 acres at the 
south end of the town on Monday 
last was very lively, the vote 
polled being the largest on record 
fora money by-law. From the 
beginning there was stiff oppos- 
ition to the scheme from some 
citizens, who felt if the by-law 
cevrried it would be a blow against 
the purchase of the Exhibition 
Association grounds, and they 
wanted above all things a race 
trick, and this would hardly be 
possible on the new _ park 
grounds, There was practically 
no opposition to the park scheme 
itself, as all citizens felt the town 
would never again have the 
opportunity to purchase so much 
land for so small an outlay, but 
the horsemen were suspicious of 
an undercurrent against a race 
track. This feeling was some- 
what allayed at the public meet- 
ing held Friday evening, when 
the Council promised, in response 
to a petition from over sixty prop- 
jerty owners, to submit a by-law 
to the people for the purchase of 
the exhibition grounds. 

Had it not been for the meeting 
called Friday night by Acting 
Mayor Gaetz and Commissioner 
Stephenson, when the whole 
question was thoroughly thresh- 
ed out, it is pretty certain the 
by-law would not have carried.

Wilfrid Laurier has reached the highest position in Canadian politics, and 
won & name that “must live in the annals of the British Empire.”

When he made his début in politics 
in 1871 as a member of the Quebec Assembly, his magic eloquence, the fear- 
lessness, strength and- finality of his words, and .the mastery by which he 
brought order out of chaos, light out of darkness, thrilled his audience. 

_ “Three years: later -he resigned from the Legislature and was returned to 
tha House of Commong on. the overthrow of the Macdonald government. In 
1876. he became minister-of inland revenue, and two years later changes in 
politics deprived him ‘of this position. He was the acknowledged leader of 
the Liberals who ‘were:the: Opposition party until 1896, when after eighteen 
years of waiting, the reins of government again came into their hands and 
in the first'flush:of triumph they made him Premier. 

His statesmanship has been broad, liberal, far-sighted; his patriotism 
and his love of liberty are manifest in every act and word. He loves and 
‘cherishes the British Empire, and glories in the part that Canada takes in 
it; but ag a Power of great possibility, sharing with the United States the 
golden future of the American continent, he demands of England and the 
world the recognition of Canada, not as a babe in the swaddling clothes of a

colony, but as a full grown nation of virility and assured triumph.
